At that tlste the K!GB Advisor In hansig vaj^SHUBAj^ 
and the Chief HOB Advlaor in Warsaw was BAVIBOW. At the sene tine 
was replaced by BSSBARODOW, SHUBAJK7 in Danzig was replaced by Major SlOAR.
